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RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING THE MAYOR AND CITY COUNCIL (THE "GOVERNING

AND/OR ABANDON 5' DRAINAGE/UTILITY EASEMENTS ON EACH SIDE OF THE 
COMMON LOT LINE BETWEEN LOTS 8 AND 9, BLK 3, UNIT 10, PHASE 2, HANCOCK 
COUNTY, MS LOCATED WITHIN THE CITY OF DIAMONDHEAD

a house. The newly assigned address is 6414 Iona Street. 

3. Comments from the Diamondhead Water and Sewer District, Diamondhead Public 
Works Department, Coast Electric Power Association have no objections. 

4. Further, the City hereby abandons and/or vacates the 5' of drainage and utility 
easements on each side of the common lot line between lots 8 and 9 Phase 2, Unit 
10, Block 3. (see Exhibit A dated 8-3-2020 by Duke Levy), notwithstanding, 
retaining the 10' drainage and utility easements on the front and rear of the property. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE GOVERNING BODY OF THE 
CITY, AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. That the Governing Body of the City will hereby abandon the selected 
drainage/utility easements as described in bullet #4. 

SECTION 2. It is agreed and understood that Kathleen Criss or their representative will be 
responsible for the filing of all necessary documents with the Chancery Clerk of Hancock County, 
Mississippi.
